Albany. N. Y., July 20.- — The Gittins bill, reliev- 
ing directors of racing associations from liability for 
gambling carried on at race tracks without their 
knowledge, which passed the Senate yesterday, was 
reported favorably by the Assembly Committee ou 
Rules today. 

During the afternoon, the Assembly voted on the 
bill. Seventy-six votes were required to pass it 
and it received only fifty-two, while seventy-two 
votes were recorded against it. A number of legis- 
lators who bad promised their supitort were absent 
when the vote was taken and the friends of the 
measure will make another effort to pass the bill 
either at tonight’s session or tomorrow. 

It was with the aid of six Republican senators 
that the Tammany delegation forced the Gittins bill 
through the Senate yesterday. The six Republican 
Senators who a bled were Allen of Rensselaer. Algid- 
singer and Ormrod of Monroe. Brackett of Saratoga, 
Emerson of Essex and Sage of Albany. Nearly every 
one of the Tammany delegation went on record in 
favor of the bill. Senator Wagner, majority leader, 
and several upstate Democrats voted against the 
measure. 

The final fate of the measure rests, of course, in 
the hands of the governor if its supporters succeed 
in getting it through the house. What course he will 
take is problematical. He has not indicated by any 
public utterance whether he will sign or veto It. 
On his final word both the race track owners and the 
opponents of the measure pin their faith. 

It was upon the Senate that the New York Civic 
League tinder the leadership of Rev. O. R. Miller 
centered Its opposing tire. Dr. Miller and his asso- 
ciates did not believe that the bill would get through 
the Senate and consequently neglected to train their 
batteries upon the Assembly. Dr. Miller and his 
colleagues last night made frantic appeals to the 
pastors of local churches throughout the state to 
urge their assembly representatives to vote against 
the bill. The friends of the measure were equally 
busy encouraging the asscmblj^ncn to stand by them. 
Tlie bill was rushed over to the assembly last night 
and went to the codes committee of that laxly. 

The Gittins bill is as simple a measure as had been 
passed this session. It makes an amendment to 
the penal code by adding the words “to be” before 
the phrase “used for gambling purposes.” This 
means that the Directors’ Liability Law will apply 
only to directors and owners of such buildings or iu- 
closures as are intended, erected or designed for gam- 
bling purposes. Race tracks are. of course, not built 
for gambling, but for racing. At present any owner 
or director of a building or inclosure may lit- sent, to 
prison in ease of gambling on bis premises, no mat- 
ter whether he knows of it or not. 

NAUSH0N REDUCES A WINDSOR RECORD. 



R. T. Wilson’s Good Colt Runs Mile and Seventy 
Yards Over Canadian Track in 1:43%. 



Detroit. Mich., July 2t>. — Stirring contests were 
seen at Windsor this afternoon. The finishes in a 
majority of the races were close and there was more 
enthusiasm than on any previous day of the meet- 
ing. The colors of Richard T. Wilson were twice 
carried to victory, Naushon winning the mile handi- 
cap. while Owannx beat a band of maidens. The 
attendance was again large and speculation exceed- 
ingly brisk, thirty-two layers cutting in. The 
present meeting at Windsor is unquestionably the 
most successful in the history of the course. The 
crowds have been larger and more layers have been 
in line than at any previous meeting in this section. 

Today’s feature was the Detroit Selling Stakes, 
for two-year-olds. Albert Simons saddled two of the 
live starters in Moisant and Thirty Forty. The pair 
were held at prohibitive odds of 2 to fl. Moisant 
made all of her own pace, but had to be hard ridden 
in the last sixteenth to stall off a challenge from 
Sister Florence, which closed with a great gust of 
speed. 

Naushon- showed a good performance in winning 
his race. Jockey Glass look him back from the 
fast early pace and trailed the leaders until enter- 
ing til** homestretch, where he moved up witli a 
rush. He assumed an easy lead at the furlong post 
and drew away into a six-lengths’ lead at the Jin- 
Jsh. The mile and seventy yards wore run in 1:43*. 
which was two seconds faster than the previous 
track record for the distance. 

The race for Canadian -breds furnished a driving 
finish, in which Caper Sauce got up in t.lie final 
stride to beat the favorite, Commola, a head. The 
race bad selling conditions and the winner was 
boosted $1 (hi by Sol Mints, a Canadian. The horse 
was protected by his owner and bought in. Another 
runup mine after Spriugmass won the fifth race, a 
dash of a mile. Spriugmass showed good speed, 
loading all -the way and winning by three lengths. 
Spriugmass was entered for $1,000 and Sam Hil- 
dreth, who has become a regular out and out halter 
man. carried the filly to $1,500 before he quit. 
Robert McKeever protected Spriugmass and bought 
her in. After the race Judge Price sent for him 
and asked for an explanation of the filly’s improve- 
ment. Mr. McKeever displayed a bunch of losing 
tickets on her and' said that he was as much put 
out as were the officials over Spriugmass’ previous 
efforts. 

In the closing dash t lie Orman sprinter Campeon 
displayed a high turn of speed, leading his field 
throughout and running the five and a half fur- 
longs in 1 :0(i, which was within one-fifth of a sec- 
ond of the track record. 

Fred Johnson has transferred the sprinter Sea 
Cliff to j. W. May’s can* and the latter will handle 
the horse in future. Ii was Mr. May’s Intention 
to ship his entire stable to Saratoga on Monday and 
be had arranged to take with him the Reverwyck 
Stable's ltanfield. He changed his plans on learning 
of the failme of the Gittins bill in the Assembly at 
Albany ttm; afternoon. 

Jockey F. Adams, who has been riding for Willie 
Martin since the spring meeting at Norfolk, has 
left the latter’s employ and has engaged himself to 
do the lightweight riding for J. E. Seagram. 

After Romp was beaten in the eighth race yester- 
day Sam I.ouis claimed him for $850. 

Louis Martino is making an effort to dispose of 
Grasmere and Ivabel with the ider of retiring as 
an owner. Top Note and Isabel Casse were formally 
transferred to John Powers this morning and the 
transaction was registered with tin* Canadian Racing 
Associations. 

Plate Glass sulked in his race today. He showed 
much speed until making the turn into the home- 
stretch. but when Nauslnm challenged he pinned his 
ears baok and slowed down perceptibly. The horse 
evidently does not fancy the Windsor track. He 
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Garry Herrmann — Kahuna. .

CANADA'S AID TO THE THOROUGHBRED. 

Concerning the recent decision of the Canadian 
government to encourage tin* breeding <>f cold-blooded 
marcs to thoroughbred stallions, the Toronto Globe 

says: 

“During recent years many appeals have been 
made to the lion. Sydney Fisher, minister of agri- 
culture. by horsemen anxious to bring about an im- 
provement in the quality of our light horse stock, 
and who arc of opinion that for tills purpose an in- 
fusion of thoroughbred blood is essential. Recog- 
nizing tbe force of these appeals, as well as the 
importance of the subject, Mr. Fislier lias decided 
to grant assistance under certain specified conditions 
to persons maintaining thoroughbred stallions for 
service in the various provinces. In deciding upon 
this step the minister has been largely influenced 
by tbe fact that while stallions of other recognized 
breeds, when in capable hands, are as a rule fairly 
profitable, this is seldom the ease witli regard to 
the thoroughbred, the advantages of breeding to 
horses of this class being unfortunately not fully 
realized bv the present generation of Canadian far- 
mers. The luck in our ’light horses of the quality 
derivable only from tlie infusion of thoroughbred 
blood is tlie subject of adverse comment by all 
European horsemen who visit the Dominion with a 
view to investigating its possibilities as a field for 
tlie purchase of horses, whether for military pur- 
poses or for ordinary saddle or harness use. In this 
connection it should lie remembered that while horses 
for the last named, or, in fact, for any of these 
purposes, may well be bred from sires other than 
thoroughbred, it is of importance that on the side of 
the dam there should, in order to produce tin* best 
results, be, in such cases, a strong admixture of 
thoroughbred blood. 

“The conditions under which assistance will be 
given are as follows: 

(1) All horses on account of which aid is given 
by tlie department must lie registered in the Thor- 
oughbred Stud Book of the Canadian National Live 
Stock Records. 

(2) Horses shall lie of gixxl size, quality and eon- 
formation. and shall In- free from all hereditary 
unsoundness, these conditions to be ensured by sub- 
mission anually to a thorough, careful examination 
either at the hands of the veterinary director-gen- 
eral. or such other memliers of the veterinary staff 
of the department or other persons as the minister 
may from time to time appoint for this purpose. 

(8) Horses so approved shall be duly and properly 
advertised to stand for services of mares, under the 
ordinary and general conditions usual in the dis- 
tricts i'n which they are to be kept, at an annual 
service fee (except In the case of thoroughbred 
mares) of not more than $10 to insure such service 
fee to become due and payable only when mares 
prove to be in foal. 

“Any person, firm or corporation owning or con- 
trolling any thoroughbred stallion in regard to which 
a!! of the conditions above set forth slStl have been 
duly and properly fulfilled, shall, on production of 
satisfactory evidence thereof, and of the fact that 
a reasonable number of mares other than thorough- 
bred mares, have been served during tlie season, be 
entitled to receive at the close of each such season 
the smn of $250 from the funds of the Live Stock 
Branch. If. in the event of a horse dying or be- 
coming incapacitated for service during the season, 
an approved substitute is Immediately placed in the 
same district, the minister may, after due considera- 
tion of the circumstances, authorize the payment 
of the subsidy above mentioned. 

"The necessary forms will lie furnished on appli- 
cation to the veterinary director-general and live 
stock commissioner, department of Agriculture, 
Ottawa.” 

GOOD PURSES PROMISED AT LAUREL. 



Cincinnati. 0., July 20. — The grading of the ground 
for II. I). Brown’s new mile track at Laurel, Md., 
which takes in the site of an old half-mile track, 
is now well under way, as is the building of the 
grandstand and other structures. Two hundred box 
stalls arc already finished and a similar additional 
number will be constructed before the meeting opens. 
Tin* grandstand will lie 885 feet long, and it is the 
intention of the management to make the track one 
of tin* most accommodating in the east. Tin* racing 
will be under the auspices of the Maryland Fair 
Association. The fence is already built around the 
mile track, and, without the work being rushed, it 
is assured that everything will he iu readiness for 
opening day, October 2. Tlie meeting will continue 
throughout’ the entire month of October. 

Charles Lansdale, one of those who will be finan- 
cially interested in the Havana track, has just re- 
turned to this city front an inspection of the work 
at Laurel. Mr. Lansdale, in speaking of the pro- 
posed meeting, said: 

“It is Mr. Brown’s intention to give two $500 
purses, two of $(J00. one of $S00 and one of $1,000 
every day of the meeting. Purses of this kind arc 
sure to attract the best horses ou the American turf 
to Laurel. I have had several talks with Mr. Brown 
regarding the Laurel meeting, and he is anxious to 



make it one of the best race meetings ever held in 
that section.” 

Three weeks after the close of the Laurel meeting 
will come the opening of the magnificent track at 
Havana. The ground for the new Cuban race course 
was broken July 1. and at present is progressing 
rapidly under the personal supervision of Mr. Brown, 
and it is assured that the plant will be practically 
completed by November 1. 

CANADIAN BREEDING BUREAU REGULATIONS. 



John F. Ryan, manager of the Canadian National 
Bureau of Breeding, announces tlie following regula- 
tions governing tin* distribution of thoroughbred 
stallions under bureau auspices iu various parts of 
the Dominion: 

1. Every stallion placed by the Canadian National 
Bureau of Breeding must lie housed in a loose box 
stall in a warm, dry, well lighted and comfortable 
stable. 

2. Bureau stallions may lie given sufficient exer- 
cise to keep them in condition, either in harness or 
under saddle, but on no account are they to lie 
worked or raced. 

3. The bureau retains property rights in all its 
stallions. 

4. Every man with whom a bureau stallion is 
placed must agree to keep accurate account of all 
foals and of all mares served, in a service book sup- 
plied by the bureau for such purpose. 

5. The service fee shall la* ten dollars to insure. 
Three dollars of this fee must be returned to tbe 
bureau. 

d. It is understood that the bureau may take 
back or transfer at any time any stallion which the 
bureau decides is not being properly cared for. 

7. In the event of any stallion becoming sick 
or meeting with an accident, the head office must 
be notified at once. 

S. Unless in case of neglect or carelessness, a 
man keeping a bureau stalliou will not be held re- 
sponsible for the injury or loss of the horse. 

!). The bureau will look after and arrange all 
insurance policies on bureau stallions. 

10. The number of mares allowed to be served 
depends ou tlie age of the horse and definite details 
concerning this are sent out with each stallion. 

11. All stallions will be changed around every 
four or five years, so as to prevent the get of a 
station coming back to him. 

12. Tlie bureau lias a French Canadian secretary, 
so that Quebec farmers can send iu all letters in 
French if they so wish. 

13. For the present, at least, not more than one 
stallion will be placed in any one county.

David M. Rinaldo, well known on the eastern turf, 
died Monday night at Saratoga Springs, N. Y. 

The I’rix Do Kent, run at Maisons-liaffitte in 
France yesterday, was won by W. K. Vanderbilt’s 
Reinhart. 

The jury that tried Thomas F. Dolan on the charge 
of murdering Patrick Mooney, failed to agree aiid 
was discharged yesterday. 

August Belmont's brown filly Toggery, by Rock 
Sand— Tea’s Over, won the Jolliffc Stakes for two- 
year-olds at Liverpool, Eng., yesterday. 

In tin* I’rix Pierre Fonds at Compiegne in France 
Tuesday August Belmont’s horse Orage ran second 
in a field of eighteen starters. Jockey Guy Garner 
had the mount. 

The Southport I wo- year-old stakes of $750, dis- 
tance five furlongs, was won at Liverpool in Eng 
land Wednesday by 11. I’. Whitney’s chestnut filly 
by Hamburg — Bonnie Star. 

At the Liverpool meeting in England Tuesday, 
H. P. Whitney’s filly by Adam — Wild Thyme, fin- 
ished third in tlie race for the Mersey Stakes of 700 
sovereigns. The distance was seven furlongs. 

There are 115 horses at the Saratoga track. Forty 
thoroughbreds arrived there this week, including 
horses owned by J. E. Widener, Francis II. Hitch- 
cock. II. K. Kflapp, II. C. Hallcnbeek anil John E. 
Madden. 

Endymion II.. an English-bred horse that has 
been racing in this country off and on for two sea- 
sons. is reported to have been seized by the United 
States customs authorities at Salt Lake City follow- 
ing tlie close of the recent Lagoon meeting, during 
which the horse won several races. Tlie animal was 
subsequently released on payment of duty. The 
amount exacted is said to have lieen $500. He was 
last brought into this country from Canada for Cali- 
fornia racing last year and has since raced at Oak- 
land, Baltimore and Salt Lake City. 



PROPOSE WINTER MEETING AT CHARLESTON. 



New York, -Tilly 20. — F. J. Pons. William F. 
Schulte and Augustus Miller have arrived in New 
York to discuss a proposed winter meeting at 
Charleston, S. C., with August Belmont. A new 
racing association has been formed in Charleston 
which proposes to hold a winter meeting of from 
seventy-five to ninety days, beginning next December. 
So far as non-interference with the sport is con- 
cerned in that state, that much is assured. 



NO CURTAILMENT AT JUAREZ 



MANAGER WINN ANNOUNCES WINTER MEET- 
ING WILL BEGIN THANKSGIVING DAY, 



Plan for Division of Winter Dates with Mexico 
City Does Not Appeal to Him as 
Advisable or Desirable. 



Louisville. Ky.. July 20. — There will be no shor- 
tening of the winter racing season of tlie Jockey 
Club Juarez iu 1011 and 1012. M. J. Winn, manager 
of that Mexican racing plant makes this announce- 
ment. Racing will begin at the line track just over 
the Rio Grande River from El Paso. Tex., on 
Thanksgiving Day and continue without interruption 
until spring. Manager Winn so informed Seuor 
Alexander de la Arena, the wealthy Mexican turf- 
man who came here to consult with him concerning 
future racing in that country. 

Seuor de la Arena came to Louisville to see 
Manager Winn as a representative of the Mexico 
City track, which desired, if Juarez was idle in 
November and December, to have racing during those 
months in Mexico City. 

Manager Winn said he thought that the country 
is big enough for tin* operation of two winter race 
meetings at the same time, especially when they are 
carried on over 1,400 miles apart, the distance lie- 
tween Juarez and Mexico City. The latter associa- 
tion expects to race only three days each week, 
which arrangement would not be inviting to Ameri- 
can owners of big racing stables. Senor de la 
Arena left for New York City via Cincinnati yester- 
day. While in the metropolis he will consult witli 
James Butler, who is interested financially in Mex- 
ican racing. lie will return here next Monday ami 
spend several days with Manager Winn before re- 
turning to Mexico. 

Before leaving, however, lie came to the conclu- 
sion that Juarez should have tlie winter racing field 
in Mexico to itself, and while the Mexico City track 
will have much racing in the future, it will he dur- 
ing other seasons of the year. 

During his stay here Seuor de la Arena and Man- 
ager Winn entertained D. X. Murphy, the architect 
who planned the buildings on UR Jockey Club 
Juarez course. Mr. Murpliy will ultimately go to 
Mexico City to build a clubhouse and stablps aud re- 
arrange other structures on the track there. The 
improvements contemplated are all on the most up- 
to-date order, and the new clubhouse will be an ex- 
pensive and pretentious affair. 

Senor de la Arena said before he took the train 
for the east: “The day is not far distant when 
there will be racing in Mexico the year round. The 
thoroughbred horse daily gains admirers in my 
country, and racing in Mexico has come to stay. 
We are a sport-loving people and more liberal in 
our views than the citizens of some other countries, 
and once a concession is granted any sport of 
amusement, it cannot be annulled under any condi- 
tions so long as the promoters make good. 

“The breeding of the thoroughbred is making 
rapid strides there and any number of wealthy men 
there now are interested and are on the lookout 
at all times for desirable stallions and mares to 
add to their breeding establishments. We all think 
down there that to Colonel Winn more than to any 
other person is due the credit for the growing in- 
terest in racing in Mexico. We appreciate his 
efforts and are satisfied that the day will come when 
Mexico will play an important part in the racing 
world.” 

W. G. Yanke’s big string of horses arrived at 
Churchill Downs from Lutouia and will rest until 
fall. The shipment includes the celebrated fill.v 
Round the World, tin* speedy Oklahoma-bred threc- 
year-old Quartermaster, The Hague, Leopold, Lack- 
rose and several others. Round the World will now 
get what she has needed for some time — a good 
rest — and if she takes on some flesh by September, 
she probably will give a good account of herself 
In the big races on the Kentucky tracks the coming 
autumn. 

Another stable to arrive from La ton i a is that of 
H. R. Brandt, which now is quartered at Douglas 
Park. The noted Handgun, tbe speedy Angelus and 
the smart two-year-old The Reach are in the Brandt 
string. All will lie rested here. Mr. Brandt prob- 
ably will not send any horses to race at Lexington. 

Trainer Pete Coyne came to the Downs with 
George J. Long's stable, and W. P. llopkins also 
came in with bis big string. Coyne did not bring 
the three-year-old Exemplar back with him. having 
sold that horse to former jockey W. Lewis, who 
will educate hint for jumping. 

All of L. I*. Doerhofer’s stable are also in their 
old quarters at the Downs. There are nine horses 
in trainer Shelby West’s care, but *ie of the num- 
ber. Melisande. probably is through with racing. 
Her breakdown in her last Latonia race was com- 
plete aud it is unlikely she can be patched up to 
race again. 

The city office of the Now Louisville Jockey Club 
in the Atherton Building has been discontinued, 
and hereafter all business will be transacted at 
Churchill Downs. The furniture and library of the 
jockey club have been transferred to the track and 
an office established in the room under the grand- 
stand adjoining the clubhouse gate. Superintendent 
Keegan is at present looking after the track office 
of tin* club, though Manager Winn is a daily visitor 
to the course. 

EXPECTS MUCH OF CHULITA’S PRODUCE. 

Cincinnati, o., July 20. — Col. Alexander Labold, 
who won the Kentucky Derby with Montrose in 1S87, 
will make another bid for that race in 1013 with a 
colt which is now a yearling. The youngster, a 
chestnut iu color. Is the first foal of Chulita, a mare 
that won the Cincinnati Trophy in Colonel Labold’ 3 
colors in 1007. He is by Voter. .Tlie mare also has 
it her side a handsome chestnut colt, by Hermis. 
Colonel Labold mated Chulita to Star Shoot this sea- 
son. Said he recently: “I have alwavs desired to 

breed a winner of the Kentucky or I.’atonia Derby 
and I believe I will do it with one of Chulita’s pro- 
duce. She was the best mare I ever owned, a stake 
winner at two and an Oaks winner as a three-vear- 
old. She is royally bred, her sire. Kingston, being 
one of America’s greatest horses. Her yearling is a 
grand looker and her suckling the equal in appear- 
ance of any thoroughbred of bis age in the blue 
grass region.” 

FAVORITES SCORE AT BUTTE. 

Butte. Mont., July 20. — A handicap over the Fu- 
turity Course, which numbered among its contest- 
ants the best of the sprinting division here, and a 
distance race at one and an eighjh miles, were thn 
features of this afternoon's racing, which attracted 
a line attendance. Speculation was brisk and was 
profitable to the public, us four favorites scored. 
Myles O'Connell repeated his Lagoon successes in 
the handicap by winning handily after a spirited, 
brush in the stretch with Coppertown. which fin- 
ished with a rush after swerving to the rati under 
punishment, which circumstance probably cost iuui 
the race.

RACING GOSSIP FROM THE EAST. 

New York, July 20. John E. Madden lias shipped 
to Saratoga sixteen thoroughbreds that were quar 
tered at the Klravesend track for the past four 
mouths.
